Herod Antlpas, Tetrarch of 
Galilee, that, having beheaded 
John the Baptist, he would have 
peace of mind at last, The 
people, too, she predicted, 
woul soon quict down, But 
Queen Herodlas was wrong 
about both matters, Tho 
Baptist was dead, but the king 
could not forget him, And this 
Jesus, for’ whom John had been 
the great advertscr, was now 
making the perturbing gospel 
more populor than ever among 
the people in his domain. : 
Not ao day passed but the 
king‘s spies brought him reports 
of the growing force of Jesus. 
“He has multiplied His in- 
fluence fifty times over,” ran 
one communication. That 
estimate had to do with an cx- 
periment made by tho Master 
when He gave many of His 
disciples a trial commisston to 
fe out preaching In pairs. He 
also had assured them that 
from mow on they, too, would 
have ower to cure diseases 
and ve out unclean spirits 
from those who believed.

Moreover, he knew that the 
constant occupation of — this 
mysterious Nazarene wags in 
preaching o radical doctrine, 
supplemental with healing.

‘The Conspirators 


CARED though they were at 
times, as rumours and 
threats of police interference 
increased, the Twelvo Apostles 
remained with Jesus. But many 
other followers, at first toud in 
their zeal, began to fall away. 
Some found the doctrine He 
preached, the disclpline He ad- 
vocated, too severe. Some 
were afrald of offending the 
‘palace. But the Master’s in- 
ereasing claims also ‘secmed to 
many of them preposterous. 
For those were the days when 
Ho began to be most specifle 
about His identity, Gi 
As long os Heo had been 
vague, they could interpret His 
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words and still follow Him. 
When He became explicit—as 
He did in his famous Bread of 
Life oration and the wholo 
series of speeches that followed 
It—making it clear that He 
offered Himself as the Son of 
God; wtll, then a man had to 
be carefull The very idea that 
He would be q sacrifice for their 
silna—no more need of burning 
Jambs and doves — frightened 
them. What ff Jerusalem were 
to hear such talk? Birds and 
lambs were big business jn tho 
capital, 

In those days their travelling 
was incessant. The Master's 
talks wore delivered In syna- 
gogues all over the countryside 
miracle travelling hand jn hand 
with doctrine, The pentecostal 
fenst of the year 29 found Him 
In Jerusalem, at the  health- 
restoring pool of Bethsatda, 
near the sheep's fate.

War Charges 


London, Dec. 26.—A 
Soviet Military Court in 
the ‘USSR-Manchurian bor- 
der town of Khabarovsk 
yesterday began trying 12 
Japanese on charges of pre- 
paring and practising germ 
warfare, 

The defendants, all former 
soldiers, pleaded guilty, Moscow 
Radio reported. 

The Court yesterday started 
the examination of ono of the 
accused, Kaywushima Kiyoshi, 
a doctor, sald to have headed 
on experimental urfit of the 
Japanese Kwantung Army 
which specialleed in research 
Into germ warfare. 

Moscow Radio said that tho 
doctor had said that his unit 
consisted of 3,000 men and was 
established by special decree of 
the Emperor. 

The prosecution alleged that 
the doctor himself made mass 
experiments on’ living persons 
and that in 1941 and 1942 he ted 
p germ warfare combat unit Ip 
Central China. 

The doctor told the Court that 
his unit had a section which in- 
jected deadly  becterla into 
Russian and Chinese prisoners 
of war, the Radio said.

Dr Grossman said he and his 
workers believe that If some 
means could be found to stop 
acid secretion by the stomach 
an “effective means” of treating 
peptic ulcer would be at hand, 

“Both clincial nnd = experl- 
mental evidence indicate,” he 
nota, “that ackd must be pre- 
sent for a peptic ulcer to deve- 
lop.” 

Animal experiments haye in- 
dicated, he said, thar certain 
extracts frum Intestines and 
from urine are capable of pre- 
venting uleern in dogs Such 
fechniques also have been tried 
In human beings but with tn- 
conclusive results, he sald, 
However, the trials should con- 
nue, De Grossman belleves 

While the work so far hos 
been on the negative resull aide 
nenerally, Dr Grossman belleves 
{he taboratory — Investigations 
have “opened several doors of 
appronch which  prominy to 
vield results in the clinic,’ —

newspaper, Yomiuri. 

Many of the suspects have 
been detained for four yeara 
or nore without trial because 
evidence against them was lack- 
ing, the torrespondent said, 

In mony cases their families 
have sulfered since all tha 
assets of the suspects wero 
blocked * ‘ng their trial, 

The Australian Labour 
Government did not release the 
prisoners because It feared 
polltical repercussions befora 
the general election, declared 
the correspondent. 

‘Australia still maintains a 15- 
man War Crimes staff In Tokyo. 

The Philippines ts the only 
other Government maintaining 
nh similar staff, which ts expect- 
ed to be recalled shortly as the 
Philippines’ trials were ending 
this month, the correspondent 
added,

On Wednesday, President 
Soekarno arrives from Jogja- 
Karta about 11 a.m, and will 
proceed immediately to the 
Palace. He Is expected then to 
give a message to the Indo- 
nesian pcople.—Reuter.
